While resting lu these webs they keep 
hold of Some of the lines leading from 
the net, so that they can Instantly de¬ 
tect the presence of an enemy. The' 
Orb Weavers are usunlly plump spiders, 
with n large abdomen, and often near¬ 
ly spherical. In some species of tills 
family the male Is much smaller than 
.the female.
